On the correspondence files of the City Council 
and Chamber of Commerce are numerous telegrams 
and letters from the Hon. Mr. Duranleau. Minis¬ 
ter of Marine; President Beatty, of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and President Sir Henry Thornton, 
of the Canadian National Railways, declaring their 
unalterable disapproval of tbe establishment of a sea¬ 
plane base in the Inner Harbor because the operation 
of seaplanes in that area involved a menace to shipping. 
Not longer ago than May 26, the Minister of Marine, 
whose department originally approved of the appli¬ 
cation of a site for a seaplane base at Erie Street by 
the Pacific International Airways, and then withdrew 
approval, wrote: "I may say that after careful 
consideration the conclusion was reached that owing 
to the quantity of shipping using the Inner Harbor 
the proppsed site is not a suitable one for a seaplane 
base.” 

On May 29. the General Executive Assistant 
of the C.P.R. at Montreal, on behalf of Mr. Beatty, 
in reply to a communication from the Chamber of 
Commerce, wrote: "As has been pointed out in com¬ 
munications from our chairman and president to those 
in Victoria who are interested, it is considered by 
competent authorities that the establishment of a hy¬ 
droplane base in Victoria Harbor would be a serious 
menace to shipping, and while we appreciate the 
anxiety shown to establish this small industry in Vic¬ 
toria, it is our opinion that navigation must be given 
protection in entering and leaving what is already * 
congested port.
